The results of the revival in Ire- 
land were long and lasting. Min- 
isters and laymen jooked back 
with profound gratitude to Gog for 
the glorious awakening of ‘59. 

After a period of forty-five 
years the fire again fell from 
Heaven—this time in Wales. Once 
more there was a mighty outpour- 
ing of God’s Spirit. Vast multi- 
tudes were saved, and the Chris- 
tians of the land were wondrously 
quickened in the faith. 


For the time being Wales be- 
came the spiritual center of Chris- 
tenidom. Visitors from many lands 
flocked to Wales to witness the 
revival meetings, hoping, if pos- 
sible, to carry back some of the 
revival fire to their own countries. 
Revival was the chief topic of con- 
versation. The Welsh newspapers 
devoted columns to the movement 
each day; and occasionally special 
Revival Editions were issued. 

A Chicago publisher, Mr. S. B. 
Shaw, was so stirred by the news 


throughout the past decades and 
recently came into the possession 
of Mr. C. F. Chapman of Jackson- 
ville, Florida, who is earnestly 
praying and working for another

Union Campaign 
In Lima, Ohio, 
Closes Gloriously

Twenty-two days of great bless- 
ing came to a close Sunday night, 
January 26, at the South High 
School in Lima, Ohio. I did the 
preaching and Dr. Harry Clarke, 
famous song leader, author of 
songs and choruses sung around 
the world, led the singing in a 
campaign sponsored by many pas- 
tors and churches. 

Fifteen to twenty pastors were 
on the platform night after night, 
eooperating heartily, and _ those 
ehurches gave up their Sunday 
evening services, as well as week 
night services, to cooperate with 
the campaign. 

Those in charge of the inquiry 
room report to me that there were 
353 public professions of faith by 
people who were dealt with per- 
sonally and carefully in the inquiry 
room after coming forward to take 
my hand in public acceptance of 
Christ. Probably three-fourths of 
these never had made a start be- 
fore, never had claimed to trust 
Christ. Besides these who claim- 
ed Christ in South High School 
‘Auditorium in the regular services 
of the campaign, “ethers were 
saved in other services where I 
preached. I estimate that over 
‘200 claimed Christ in the services 
im high schools over the county 
where I spoke and where Mr, 
Clarke led the singing. These 
were not dealt with personally.

Prohibition by Local Option 
Massachusetts has 65 towns 
and townships with populations 
ranging from 40,000 down that 
prohibit the sale of all beer, wine 
and whiskey. New Hampshire 
has about a hundred such dry 
towns and townships; Vermont 
has 120; Maine over 300: Wiscon- 
sin 350, Ohio 450, Pennsylvania 
650 and the state of Illinois over a 
thousand, with nearly 2 
people living in them. 
The state of Virginia has sev- 
eral whole counties that are dry. 
Louisiana has 16 dry parishes, 
Minnesota has 20 dry counties; 
the drys have won 32 of the last 
37 county-wide liquor elections in 
Arkansas; Georgia has 67 coun- 
ties that are dry; Alabama 47 dry

hibition if faced with the oppor- 
tunity. The latest Gallup Poll 
showed 33 per cent of the 


American voters across the nation 
as a whole favoring National 
Prohibition. 
Repeal Has Failed! 
Advocates of repeal said there 
would be less drinking and it 
would promote temperance. Let 
the records speak! Ink on the re- 
peal Amendment was hardly dry 
before the commercial liquor in-

Whole Country Aflame With 

Gospel Glory! 


Here is a vivid description of 
the revival in Wales that appeared 
in a religious paper in Chicago at 
the time of the great awakening: 

“A wonderful revival is sweep- 
ing over Wales. The whole coun- 
try, from the city to the colliery 
underground, is aflame with gos- 
pel glory. Police courts are hardly 
necessary, public houses are be- 
ing deserted, old debts are being 
paid to satisfy awakened con- 
sciences, and definite and un- 
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mistakable answers to prayer are 
recorded. 


Evan Roberts 

“The leader in this great re- 
ligious movement is a young man 
twenty-six years of age, Evan 
Roberts. First he worked in a 
coal mine, then became an ap- 
prentice in a forge, then a student 
for ministry. But all his life he 
has yearned to preach the gospel. 
He is no orator, he is not widely 
read. The only book he knows 
from cover to cover is the Bible. 
He has in his possession a Bible 
which he valu@s above anything 
else belonging to him. It is a 
Bible slightly scorched in a col- 
liery explosion. When the evange- 
list was working in a colliery he 
used to take his Bible with him, 
and while at work woyld put it 
away in some convenient hole or 
nook near his working place, ready 
to his hang when he could snatch 
a moment or two to scan its be- 
loved pages. A serious explosion 
occurred one day. The future 
Welsh revivalist escaped practic- 
ally unhurt, but the leaves of his 
Bible were scorched by the fiery 
blast. ‘Evan Roberts’ scorched 
Bible,’ is a familiar phrase among 
hig friends. 

“Little more than a month ago 
Evan Roberts' was unknown, 
studying in one of the Welsh col- 
leges at Newcastle-Emlyn to pre- 
pare for the Calvinistic Methodist 
ministry. Then came the sum- 
mons and he obeyed. He insists 
that he has been called to his 
present work by the direct guid- 
ance of the Holy Ghost. At once, 
without question and without hesi- 
tation, he was accepted by the 
people. Wherever he went hearts 
were set aflame with the love of 
God. 

Dominant Note is Prayer 

“The dominant note of the re- 
vival ig prayer ang praise. Another 
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striking fact is the joyousness and 
radiant happiness of the evange- 
list. Evan Roberts smiles when 
he prays, laughs when he preaches. 


‘Ah, it is a grand life,’ he cries. 
‘I am happy, so happy that I 
could walk. on the air. Tired? 


Never! God-has made me strong. 
He has given me courage.’ 

“He is a leader who preaches 
victory, and shows how it may be 
won—victory over the dull de- 
pression and gloomy doubt of our 
time. It has long been felt in 
Wales as elsewhere, that the time 
was ripe for a great religious re- 
vival. As the Rev. H. M. Hughes, 
a Congregational minister in 
Cardiff, recently pointed out, all 
efforts, movements, and organi- 
zations did not stem the flood of 
evil or stop the growth of pleasure- 
seeking and mammon worship. A 
generation had risen that nad not 
seen the arm of God working as 
it had done in 1859 in Ireland. 

“Now, the revival has arrived, 
and it has many of the marks of 
previous great awakenings. Strong 
men are held in its grip; the Spirit 
of God stirs to their very depths 
whole neighborhoods and districts. 
There is a tumult of emotion, an 
overpowering influence, and a con- 
viction of sin that can only be 
attributed to divine agency. 

“Personal eloquence, magnetism, 
fervor, or mental power do not 
account for it. The only explana- 
tion ig the one which the evange- 
list gives—it is all of God. And 
it has already done infinite good 
in places far away from its im- 
mediate locality. Men very- 
where are thinking, talking, dis- 
cussing religious topics, and at last 
God, Christ, and the soul nave to 
some degree come to their own. 
The revival seems to work especi- 
ally among young people. Its 
form is that of prayer, praise, and 
personal testimony. Its absence 
of method makes it the expression 
of the emotions of young hearts 
aflame with the love of God.” 

In an article on the revival in 
the Methodist Times of London, 
England, Rev. T. Ferrier Hulme 
records some of the impressions of 
his visit to Wales to see the wake- 
ning: “It will give us all renewed 
faith in prayer, for this is em- 
phatically a praying revival. Evan 
Roberts told me that prayer be- 
came so passionate and mig ity 
at Caerphilly that at midnight a 
number of men formed themselves 
into a ‘Get-them-out-of-bed bri- 
gade, and, in an hour or two, 
three of the sinners prayed for 
became so miserable in bed that 
they dressed hurriedly, came on 
to the service, and. yieldeg to 
Christ there and then. I have seen 
over and over again the comniete 
abandonment with which men give 
themselves up to pleading, as if 
they were totally unconscious of 
any presence but that of Christ, 
and are quite unaffected by any- 
thing or anybody else. Even when 
I could not understand a single 
word I have been indescribably 
moved. 

Extraordinary Incidents 

“Extraordinary incidents are as 
numerous as ever. At Cardiff a 
young man, who had been lost to 
his parents for three years, turn- 
ed up at the very service where 
his father (a county magistrate) 
and his mother were praying for 
him. His father knelt at his side 
to help him to Jesus, but the scn 
did not recognize him till hey 
both rose to give praise! They 
then went together’ to find the 
mother, who in another part of 
the chapel was earnestly praying 
for her lost boy, and was totally 
oblivious of anything and any one 
around her. The scene was in- 
describably pathetic, and the joy 
of all was ecstatic. 

“What was and is remarkable 
right throughout the meetings is 
their spontaneity. On some oc- 
casions as many as half a dozen 
commence to pray at one time and 
continually brothers and _ sisters 
are on their feet to pray, waiting 
turns. One old brother six times 
attempted to pray and each time 
was forestalled by someone else. 

“It was a glorious, sight to see 
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sinners rising and coming to the 
penitent form seeking forgiveness. 
After the singing of ‘Come to 
Jesus,’ the question wag asked, 
‘Who will come to Him now?’ A 
man got up and shouted, ‘I will,’ 
and then broke down. Then his 
wife came out to the penitent 
form, and al] his children. Another 
case occurred during the singing 
of “Throw Out the Life-Line. A 
passer-by who was drunk was S80 
affected by the singing that he 
turned into the meeting. It was 
wonderful to see the change that 
took place in him before the meet- 
ing wag over. He came forward 
ang confessed Christ, and when 
the meeting closed he was a sober 
man. Never has the Spirit of God 
been felt in such a powerful man- 
ner before. 

“Many who have long been 
prayed for have yielded; back- 
sliders have come back, and many 
wonderful cases of conversion have 
taken place. The football field, the 
dance, and the dramatic entertain- 
ment have been given up, and 
many things laid aside for the 
‘revival meetings.’ ”’ 

Decrease in Drunkenness 
and Crime 

Another report in the Methodist 
Times tells of the decrease in 
drunkénness and crime, as the re- 
sult of the revival: ‘Reports from 
all the districts in South Wales 
affected by the revival show that 
the Christmas holidays, so dreaded 
by new converts who formerly de- 
voted the whole of the time to 
drink and revelry, have passed by 
without the defections from the 
faith which were loudly prophesied 
by the unsympathetic and unbe- 
lieving. South Wales has never 
known such a quiet and peaceful 
Christmas. 

“In Cardiff, police reports show 
that drunkenness has diminished 
over 60 per cent, whilst on Satur- 
day last the Mayor was presented 
by the Chief Constable with a 
pair of white gloves, there being 
no case at all on the charge sheet 

an unprecedented fact for the 
last day of the year. 

“The same thing happened at 
the Swansea County Court on the 
previous Saturday, and the magi- 
strate said, 
been sitting here I’ve never seen 
anything like it, and I attribute 
this happy state of things entire- 
ly to the revival.’ 

“The streets of Aberdare on 
Christmas Eve were almost entire-

ly free from drunkenness, and on 
Christmas Day there were no 
prisoners at al] in the cells. At 
Abercarn Police Court, responsible 
for a population of 21,000, there 
was not a single summons on 
Thursday—a thing unknown since 
the court was formed fourteen 
years ago—and here, too, was en- 
acteq the ceremony of the white 
gloves, 
Change in Language 

“The change in the language of 
the crowds has been just as mark- 
ed as the change in their drinking 
habits. As the old hymn gays: 


Suffice that for the season past 

Hell's horrid language filled our 
tongues, 

We all Thy words behind us cast, 

And lewdly sang the drunkard’s 
songs. 


But, O the power of grace divine! 

In hymns we now our voices raise, 

Loudly in strange hosannas join, 

And bilasphemies are turned to 
praise! 


“Whilst bands of enthusiastic 
workers have paraded the streets, 
arresting the attention of the care- 
less by joyful song and earnest 
invitation, homely meetings have 
been extemporized in cottages, and 
here some of the most precious 
experiences of the revival have 
been obtained. At one of these 
family gatherings no less than five 
conversiong were recorded. 

Sympathetic Press Reports 

“The secular press is still fan- 
ning the flame by its sympathetic 
reports of the revival meetings. 
Surely one of the most remarkable 
facts yet recorded in daily journal- 
ism ig the ‘Revival Edition’ of the 
Evening Express, published in 
Cardiff. The managers had found 
a football edition paid them well, 
so they experimented with a ‘Re- 
vival Edition,’ in which every 
article, every report, every para- 
graph, and every portrait, indeed 
every line, except the advertise- 
ments, dealt with religious work. 
It has had such an enormous sale

Another report of the revival 
tellg of the great increase in the

So say two booksellers in the 
neighboring town of Pentre, who 
add that the most remarkable in- 
crease has been in the purchase of 
pocket Testaments by young men. 
At Neath a bookseller states that 
before the revival he regarded 
Bibles as dead stock, but in recent 
weeks he had cleared out all his 
old stock and has had to get 
further supplies.

We have al- 
ways made it a rule to figure 
on the worst and hope for the 
best. When the Board of Trus- 
tees of Bob Jones College voted 
unanimously to sell the College 
plant in Cleveland, Tennessee, 
to the Church of God and build 
a new, modern plant and next 
fall expand into a university, I 
was made chairman of the com- 
mittee to work out the expan- 
sion plans. When we were in- 
vited by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the city of Greenville, 
South Carolina, we decided aft-

The Failure of Repeal: 


The Return of Prohibition

terests launched a multi-million 
dollar sales campaign, employing 
all the modern devices and tech- 
nique of present-day advertisi&g 
and designed to make housewives, 
young women, and mothers regu- 
lar drinkers, as well as the men 
and boys. Big blazing billboards, 
flaming neon signs, popular home 
magazines, national newsweek 
pubiications, metropolitan dailies, 
and country newspapers flaunt 
this brazen pro-drinking propa- 
ganda before the eyes of the 
American public at every turn. 
Movies are filled with drinking 
scenes of beautiful stage and 
screen stars drinking beer, wine, 
cocktails and highballs. National 
radio networks, regional networks, 
special networks, and most of the 
individual radio stations 
negularly scheduled and 
advertised beer and wine spon- 
sored broadcasts that pour a 
steady stream of glamorized, fun- 
seasoned, music-flavored, pro- 
drinking propaganda appeals into 
the American home by the family 
firesides, among the tender young 
children just the same as adults. 


Increased Consumption 

The pay-off:has been an ever 
rising tide of liquor drinking. In 
1934—the first full year of repeal 
--the per capita consumption of 
beverage alcohol was = approxi- 
mately 10 gallons; by 1941 it had 
increased to’ 15 gallons; it climbed 
to 18 gallons in 1943; and by 1945 
it was over 20 gallons for every 
man, woman and little child in the 
nation.

In 1945, part of the year during 
a bloody global war and the rest 
of-the year while millions starved 
for bread in foreign lands, the 
American people drank the stu- 
pendous sum of 110 million gal- 
lons of wine, 190 million gallons 
of distilled spirits, and 2,527,000,- 
000 gallons of beer for which they 
paid the mammoth amount of 
nearly 8 billion dollars. 

That’s how repeal has promoted 
temperance! 

No wonder our court dockets 
are crowded and our penal institu- 
tions are packed and jammed with 
cases involving liquor! 

No wonder 17-year-old boys lead 
our 16 billion dollar-a-year crime 
parade in this country! 

No wonder wrecked homes and 
divorce proceedings have multi- 
plied and grown with every pass- 
ing year.of repeal! 

No wonder city jails are full of 
drunks; drunken women stagger 
our streets, and drunken drivers 
race our highways, turning them 
into bloody slaughter lanes! 

Bootleggers Flourish 

Advocates of repeal said_ it 
would lawfully regulate the liquor 
industry. and stop. bootlegging. 
The traffic is as lawless as ever. 
You had as well talk about regu- 
lating thunder and lightning by 
law; you had as well talk about 
regulating rattlesnakes or hornets 
by law. Last year with over 400,- 
000 legal outlets operating full 
blast the Federal Agents broke 
up 1,645 moonshine stills and 
caught 1,666 bootleggers in the 
wet state of Georgia; they broke 
up 1,385 moonshine stills and 
caught 1,450 bootleggers in the 
wet state of North Carolina; they 
broke up 1,158 moonshine stills 
and caught 550 bootleggers. in 
South Carolina—-that state doesn't 
permit local option and doesn't 
have a foot of prohibition terri- 
tory in it; they broke up 847 moon- 
shine stills and caught 1,255 boot- 
leggers in wet Alabama; _ they 
broke up 492 moonshine stills and 
caught 650 bootleggers in wet 
Virginia; they broke up 485 moon- 
shine stills and caught 685 boot- 
leggers in wet Florida; anl in 
Kentucky with 73 legal distilleries 
and 6 legal breweries running full 
blast day and night, they broke 
up 302 moonshine stills and 
caught 522 bootleggers. In all 
across the nation last year the 
Federal Agents broke up more 
than 8000 moonshine stills and 
caught over 11,000 bootleggers! 

New Deal Saloons Worse 

Advocates of repeal said the 
“old saloon” would not come back. 
Prohibition closed 177,000 “‘old sa- 


ee 


loons.” Repeal opened some 
400,000 New Deal, Raw Deal, Re- 
peal drink shops. But of course 
they are not called saloons. They 
are called filling stations, 
drug stores, package stores, night

Alcohol a Harmful Drug 

Alcohol in beer, wine or whiskey 
is a habit-forming, narcotic, pois- 
onous drug that befuddles the 
brain, depresses the nerves, re- 
tards muscular reaction, and re- 
leases inhibitions. Changing the 
name on the front of the building 
where it is sold, legalizing the 
sale of it, giving Uncle Sam reve- 
nue from its sale, hiring-a pretty 
girl to serve it, and using revenues 
from it to build schools and pay 
old age pensions will not keep it 
from making people drunk and 
causing them to kill and murder, 
to steal and rob, beat their wives, 
starve their babies, curse God and 
go to the devil. 

The Real Issue 

This fight is over what booze is 
and what it does, not over who 
makes it, who sells it. or who gets 
the money out of it. And qa bottle 
ot legally made, legally sold and 
legally drunk beer, wine or whis- 
key will cause just. as much 
drunkenness, sin, sorrow, shame 
and grief as will a bottle of boot- 
leg hooch sold in a fruit jar un- 
der prohibition. 


More booze, more drunkenness, 


more crime, more staggering 
women, more delinquent youth, 
more drunken drivers, more 


wrecked homes, and more ruined 
lives have followed in the wake 
ot the repeal of the Eighteenth 
Amendment.

bring them back, and we will train 
them in the college at Babylon.’ 
So they selected a group, and 
among them were four: Daniel, 
and Hananiah, and Mishael, end 
Azariah, The Babylonian names 
given to them were Belteshazzar, 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Ahed- 
nero. ‘Now, the king said, ‘I want 
these fellows to look like «ings.

And Daniel said, “That ‘would 
mean pork chops, and I am a Jew, 
and I can’t eat pork. That would 
mean sometimes catfish, and i am 
not allowed to eat any fish that 
does not have scales. That would 
mean someiimes that I would have 
other things that are ceremonially 
unclean and contrary to the :aw.’ 
And then he said, ‘My Jewish 
Bible (our Old Testament) says, 
“Wine is a mocker, strong drink 
is raging: and whosoever is de 
ceived thereby is not wise.” (Proy. 
20:1). ‘My Bible says’ Daniel 
thought in his heart, “Look not 
thou upon the wine when it is red, 
when it giveth his colour in the 
cup, when it moveth itself aright. 
At the last it biteth like a ser- 
pent, and stingeth like an adder,’ ” 
So Daniel said, ‘I’m not going to 
do it.’ He purposed in his heart 
and said, ‘I will not do it.’ “Daniel 
purposed in his heart that he 
would not defile himself with the 
portion of the king’s meat, nor 
with the wine which he drank.” 

Daniel was kind about it. No- 
tice that Daniel “requested of the 
prince of the eunuchs,.” He made 
a request and said, ‘Now I know 
what’s good for me and I do not 
want to go against the law of 
God, but l.am making an honest 
request. You give me a fair chance 
and I will prove this is better.’ He 
was not loud. He was not dis- 
courteous. He had mad& up his 
mind he was not going to drink 
it, but he made an appeal that 
got him an honest hearing, and 
Daniel never drank the _ king’s 
wine. He drank water. 


“Daniel purposed in his fheart 
that he would not defile himself.” 
This young man is a singular char- 
acter. There is not on blot on the 
character of this young man, 
Daniel. Though he lived in the 
midst of corruption and sin and 
and drunkenness and 
lewdness, though he had _ the 
power of a prime minister under 
several rulers of the world empire 
of Babylon, yet this young man 
stayed with God, and God was 
with him even down to a great old 
age as a ruler. God was with him 
because he made up his mind. He 
made up his mind! Now there are 
several things that can be said 
about him, and I call your atten- 
tion to them, 


Decide or Drift 

First of all, you have to decide, 
or you drift. You will have to have 
purpose or be led by passion, [It is 
a good thing for people to make 
up their minds. Somebody has 
said, “When you are in Rome, do 
as the Romans do.” That is not 
the way for a Christian. The way 
for a Christian to do it is, when 
you are in pagan Rome, act like 
a Christian. The thing for a Thris- 
tian to do is when you are carried 
away captive into Babylon, live 
like a Christian. The way for a 
Christian to do is to say, “When 
I am with people who drink and 
curse, I am going to live straight. 
If I have to be with the Devil’s 


crowd, I do not have to live as 
they do. I am going to be a Chris- 
tian.” 
that he would not drift. He said, 
‘I have decided on principle and 
not on expediency,’ 


I am not much of a Christian. 
I am not much of a preacher. But 
when God laid His hand on me to 
preach I made up my mind to one 
or two things: 
don’t think I will ever be eloquent; 
I suppose I will never be a great 
preacher; but Lord, one thing : can 
do—I can make up my mind that 
Il am not going to trim my sails, 
I will be against sin and will say 
so. People can’t buy me off nor 
scare me.’ 
you will not scare me-enough to 
keep me from preaching ageinst 
sin. That is right! You may scare 
me sometime, but you are not go- 
ing to scare me enough to change 
the preaching God has laid on my 
heart. Now I have great revival 
campaigns. Everywhere I go some 
put on the pressure, They do not 
want me to preach against the 
lodges for fear of making some- 
body mad. Théy want me to take 
the book on lodges off the table 
because they are afraid it will 
offend some of these lodge-going

preachers or church members 
around here. They do not want me 
to preach against liquor, “Why 
don’t you stay with the gospe)?”

They do not want me men- 
tioning bobbed hair because there 
are so many who bob their hair, 
though the Bible is as clear on that 
question as it is on getting drunk. 
Everywhere I go, people want me 
to trim. Now one thing, very Lap- 
pily, I do not have to decide. : de- 
cided that in the Pacific Garden 
Mission one night when I was a 
college teacher doing graduate 
work in the University of Chi- 
cago. When God laid His hand on 
me to preach, I said, “Lord. if I 
preach, then I will please You and 
not man.” I do not have to com- 
promise! I’ do not have to trim! 
What I am saying is, if you do not 
decide, then you will drift. You 
had better set your course by a 
certain compass and make up vour 
mind how you are going to live. 


‘And then let come what may, “hell 


or high water,” as the slang ex- 
pression says, people will know 
that you are on the Lord’s side 
and driving a straight course be- 
cause you have made up your 
mind, 

We need people these days who 
have made up their minds. These 
days girls—fine, tender girls from 
good families—go out and are led 
into worldliness and sin because 
they have not made up their minds. 
These days a fine lad comes out 
of a clean Christian home where 
he was well protected—you can- 
not keep a boy in the house all the 
time; you cannot keep him from 
having friends and you do not 
want to—and he goes with the 
crowd. The first thing you know 


he has drifted away from the 
godly influence of the home. 
Every day I get letters from 


people drifted. Nearly every day 
someone comes to consult me, as 
a mother did yesterday. Her boy 
got.along fine until he went to the 
army... Then he began to @rift. 
That young man ought to have 
had his mind made up before go- 
ing into thée*army. This boy Deniel 
made*“up his mind. And if you do 
not’make, up your mind, you are 
going to drift. Decide or drift! De- 
cide or drift! You had better say, 
“God helping me, I will decide and 
put first things first.” 
Decide in Youth 

Notice further; this as a matter 
to decide in youth. Most of the 
things you are ever going to set- 
tle will be settled while you are 
young. You may think that when 
you are older, when you get an 
education, when you are mellowed 
by the years, when your temper 
and passions are more or less sub- 
dued by long years and when you 
become more established and pol- 
ished and grown in grace, then 
you will be more ready to make 
up your mind and decide thoss is- 
sues. But I remind you, nearly all 
the great issues in life are decided 
before you are very old. The fel- 
low who says he will wait until 
he is old enough to vote, and then 
decide whether to read and write 
or not, will never learn to read 
and write. Very few people ever 
do. Someone may say, “I won't 
take Christ as my Saviour now. l 
am going on, and when I get older 
and get through college and know 
exactly what I would like to do, lL 
will decide, I will read Payne and 
Ingersoll and the other infidels. 
After I get drunk and play the 
fool a while, I will decide whether 
{ would rather be a Christian.” No 
you won’t. You have already de- 
cided to go to Hell. Most of the de- 
cisions people make are made 
while they are young. Your deci- 
sion to study, your decision to get 
an education, your decision for a 
Career, your decision about the 
only girl in the world or about a 
young knight in armour on a white 
horse—I say, your decisions about 
everything important are made 
when you are young. And if you 
are going to be a Christian, if you 
are going to live straight, then 
make up your mind. There is not 
anybody here tonight too young

until the day you die. You had 
better say, by God’s grace, “l am 
going to do it.” 


King Edward of England said 
he promised his mother, Queen 
Victoria, that he would read the 
Bible every day.

My mind is made 
up; I am not going to drink, said 
Daniel. And he didn’t. This fel'ow 
had courage to follow some con- 
victions. 

I was in the army in World War 
I. Many another fellow here 
was in the army. All the time 
people write me asking for prayer. 
Yesterday a letter came from a 
young man just back from cerv- 
ice, who had had a nervous oreak- 
down. What happened to our »oys” 
Why couldn’t they face it. One 
reason was that they haa not 
made up their minds. They did 
not say, “Some things are worth 
dying for, and I can buck the war 
because I am going to do what I 
know is right.” These aays every- 
body is a sissy, a pussyfooter and 
must kow-tow to popular opinions, 
go the gait of the world, keep up 
with the Joneses, and so they say, 
“Oh, I am so anxious to piease 
everyone.” A boy says, ‘I will 
drink with the boys because | 
want friends.” A girl says, “Well, 
I will neck with a fellow because 
I have to get married some time 
or I will be an old maid.” So every- 
body sells out. Nobody has con- 
victions, and then everybody is 
scared to death when they come 
to a crisis. There ought to be a 
generation of people who could 
say, “By God's grace, we itave 
already made up our minds and 
God is with us. We have some 
convictions that are worth lying 
by, and worth dying for.” If a fel- 
low gets to the place where he is 
not afraid of men, then he wil) rot 
be afraid of Hitler; he will not be 
afraid of the Devil; he will not be 
afraid of a bullet. We have too 
many people who are sissies be- 
cause they have no principles, no 
convictions, no integrity. Boys and 
girls, you had better decide on 
your own personal ’problems; you 
had better determine to be pure. 
Many, many people wish they 
could say it, but cannot. 


I wrote this pamphlet, Petting 
and the Scarlet Sin and some 
think it is a disgrace. They think 
it will embarass people—it is such 
plain talk. But every time I preach 
on serious subjects such as this 
about a pure life and a clean neart, 
about coming out and being srpa- 
rate, someone writes me a tearful 
letter or comes weeping to tell me, 
“Oh, if I had only heard fhat three 
years ago!” or, “If I had heard 
that five years ago, I would have 
been kept from the torment of a 
defiled conscience and the nights 
of fear and trouble and diseasc in 
body and distress of soul! If 1 had 
only heard it before!’ 


It would be a good thing if you 
would just make up your mind to 
live clean and straight. Be a prude 
if they call it a prude. Be a Chris- 
tian. That is a better name for it. 
Make up your mind not to defile 
yourself, That is a good reason tor 
not drinking. Young people, you 
ought to say tonight, “By God's 
grace, 1 am not going to do it.” 

There was a generaltion— it is 
out of date now; there are not 
any of that kind of dads and 
mothers much now, not any 
preachers of that kind now, not 
any holy boldness on that now— 
but there was. a generation when 
Men would sometimes break a 
vein, take a pen, dip it in blood 
as they signed a vow to God to 
never to taste liquor. God bless 
this generation of fine girls! (1 
have six daughters; nary a boy, 
not a one! Every time I ordered 
a boy, they were out and sent 
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me a girl!) I say, this is a fine 
generation of girls. God bless you, 
I am for you; but another gen- 
eration back yonder used to Say, 
“The lips that touch liquor will 
never touch mine.”” There used to 
be a generation of girls who would 
say, “No boy is going to kiss me 
until we are engaged; many of 
them said, “not until we are mar- 
ried.” Then we did not have di- 
vorces. In those days we had 
clean, godly women. Back ‘there 
we had happy homes. We need to 
come back to say, “I am not going 
to defile myselilf.’” Wouldn’tit bea 
blessed thing if every girl here 
would say, “God helping me, I will 
keep myself pure. I will keep my- 
self for the husband and oOride- 
groom who will love me and 
cherish me forever. I will Keep 
myself for him, and [ will «Keep 
myself for God’? 


I have asked a certain question 

to groups everywhere. One ounch 
of ribald young men where I[ had 
preached plainly, gathered round 
me and said, “You don't believe 
in the dance; you don’t believe in 
necking; you don’t believe in hav- 
ing fun.” Yes, I do; I just believe 
in decent fun. So I asked these 
young men a question: “All right, 
decide it yourself. What kind of 
girl would you rather marry? A 
girl whom every Tom, Dick and 
Harry has made love to, fondled 
and aroused her passions, or a 
girl who is a virgin, one who has 
kept herself pure, saved herself 
ior you alone? Answer that ques- 
tion.” I backed them down, and 
had one after the other tell me the 
truth. Shamefacedly, they ac- 
knowledged before each otner— 
though they played with every 
lewd woman—that they wanted, 
when it came to marriage, some- 
one they knew who was pure and 
good. And every man who ives 
wants that. 
One of these days you girls will 
be glad that you made up your 
mind to walk straight. If you are 
a Christian, your body is the tem- 
ple of the Holy Spirit. If you 
make up your mind to live tor 
God, to glorify God in a modest 
character and a godly life, then 
one day God will see to it about 
the husband, Listen, girls, if God 
Cannot send you a husband and 
you stay pure, then you are better 
off without one. You sure are. 
You will be better off without a 
husband! I know women who, if 
they had thought about this iwice, 
would never have taken the first 
forked stick with pants on that 
came along. They would never 
nave sold out, 


You boys—I want you to be 
happy. You say that I take away 
all the fun in life. No, 1 like the 
kind of fun that will still be last- 
ing fifty years from now. I do not 
like the kind that gets you up to- 
norrow morning with a broken 
heart, and twenty years from now 
you still have the courage of a 
conscience that is defiled, and 
twenty years from now you 
have a skeleton in your closet 
and you are afraid it will come 
out, and your wife or your chil- 
dren will find it out on you. No, 
I want the good time that lasts 
and gets better the further you 
go. You get that by making up 
your mind like Daniel and saying, 
“I will not defile myself.” That is 
what he said, 


A great preacher whom*I know 
well and love devotedly told in my 
hearing this story: He lived at 
home on a southern farm and 
traveled some distance to hi®h 
school, working his way. But 
when the high school work was 
done there came the time for him 
to leave the farm and go off to 
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college. The family had gathered 
to tell him good-bye before his 
father should take Joe to the rail- 
road station. His mother calied 
him to one side and said s .™Me- 
thing like this: “Joe, we have 
looked after you and counseled 
you and prayed tor you. Now 
you are a.man, and you are yoing 
off to college. You will have to 
be a man on your own, and you 
will have to resist temptation 
often without our help. But I 
want you to remember, Joe, that 
every night at 9 oclock in our 
tamily worship we will be pray'ng 
for you. | want you to keep clean 
and straight, Joe, and I believe 
you will,” 


Joe went to college, worked 
uard and made good. He made 
the footbal lteam. On Thanksgiv- 
ing Day of his fourth year in 
college in the home-coming game 
he was the halfback who carried 
the ball over the goal-line for the 
winning touchdown and was car- 
ried off the field om the shoulders 
of his team-mates. 

That night the coach said tu the 
boys on the team, “You have 
worked hard and Kept training and 
been in bed every nigat oy ten 
o’ciock, Tonight the ruies are off. 
Have a good time.” 

When the big dinner was «ver 
and other boys dressed for a tate 
evening in the city, they told how 
they expected to visit the red-light 
district and urged Joe to go along. 
When he first refused they said 
he was a sissy, tied to his mother's 
apron string. At iast Joe said, 
‘All right, 1 will go.” 

On the street together the noys 
iaughed and talked until suddenly 
the clock in a tower began to 
strike, one! two! three! Tne gong 
sounded on until finaily it ended, 
eight! nine! Then the sound dted 
away on the air. It was nine 
o'clock! And Joe turned to his 
comrades and said, “I don’t care, 
boys. I am not going. You can 
call me anything you want to, but 
I'm not going!” For Joe said he 
remembered his mother at uine 
o'clock was at home praying tor 
him. His own Christian convic- 
tions made it impossible for him 
to go on in the vile sin that was 
contemplated. And Joe was avile to 
come later to his own marriage 
altar as pure and clean as was 
his bride. 

I remember hearing Dr. Robert 
G. Lee tell how he went to South 
America to make money in order 
to finish his college work. His 
mother stood with her hands upon 
his shoulders and looked intvu his 
eyes and said to him something 
like this: “Bob, you will be a long 
way from home. But when you 
come back I am going to look into 
your eyes, and I can tell it you 
have dishonored your mother anda 
God.” The now famous preacher 
went to South America, There 
were all the loneliness, the beart- 
hunger, the temptations of a far- 
off land and a ribald companion- 
ship. But he lived straight, and 
When he came home he came to 
tace his mother, she put her hands 
upon his shoulders again and he 
said to her, “Mother, look into my 
face. I have lived clean and 
Straight. I never took a drink, l 
never gambled a dollar. I never 
laid a hand on a woman!” And 
the mother looked into her son's 
eyes and was satisfied. 

Listen to me, some 
night had better make 
mind for purity, 
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cleanness. That is what Daniel! 
did. “Why,” you say, “that’s old- 
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fogy.” But Daniel thought that 
way just the same. And good 
Christians feel that way. Ton'gnht, 
if you are saved, the Holy Spirit 
livessin your body. Don't greve 
Him! Don't grieve Him! Whatever 
you do, whether it is in eating or 
drinking, or whatever you do, you 
must give an account to God for 
it. Remember, the Spirit of God 
dwells in your body. You are not 
your own. You are not your cwn! 
You are bought with a pr'ce. 
“Glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit,” the Bible says. All 
right. Make up your mind. Daniel 
purposed in his heart for purity. 


Decide for Christ 
Sand I want you to notice next, 
you should decide for Christ. That 
is what it meant with Daniel, too, 
Did you know that Daniel knew 
about Jesus Christ? Sure! You 
read Daniel 9:25, 26 and there see 
the promise of the coming and 
the birth of the Messiah. And 
Daniel wrote it down, and the wise 
men from the East read it and 
came to see the Baby Jesus, They 
about the 
Saviour and when He would be 
born. Daniel knew about the Sa- 
viour, and Daniel purposed in nis 
heart that he would not defile 
himself. He purposed in his heart 
he would be true to God ana to 
the Saviour that was coming. You 
need to decide for Christ tonight. 


* Did you know that there is not 
any real morality without Jesus 
Christ? Nobody here is really go- 
ing to live right unless you Dave 
Jesus Christ. You will break. You 
will. That’s right! You wont go 
right uniess you accept the Bible 
standard of right and wrong. 

There never was a young couple 
who loved and married and started 
out to make a home but that in- 
tended it to be a good home. 1 
think that every such honest cou- 
Dle intended love should continue 
and the home stay happy. They 
never meant to break the mar- 
riage and nome. That's right. 1 do 
not think any man ever started 
out to be a drunkard. I do not 
think any girl started out tc be 
a harlot. I say, the reason for 
those things is that you have not 
decided for morality and sight- 
eousness, and you do not have 
Christ in the heart. Real morality 
is bound up in Christianity. 

What was wrong with Hitier? 
He did not have Christ. What was 
wrong with the war lords of Ja- 
pan? They did not have Christ, 
There is not any true purity and 
decency and morality except as it 
emanates from Jesus Christ. 
Daniel decided for Christ and for 
God. That is why Daniel always 
prayed three times a day; that is 
why Daniel could face the king in 
his wrath, that is why Daniel 
could face the crushing teeth of 
the lions and not tremble. He had 
decided and God was. with him. 

Nebuchadnezzer did not sleep 
that night. I have always thought 
Daniel slept very well in the cave 
with the lions. I have al‘vays 
though he said, “Here, Bruno, lie 
down here.” The old grunting beast 
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laid down, and Daniel said, ‘ Now 
this will do for a pillow. He laid 
his head in the flank of the old 
lion, laid his hand on his head, 
scratched him behind the ear for 
a little, and then Daniel went to 
sleep. Don't you think so? The 
angel of God had locked the lions’ 
mouths. But if Daniel slept, the 
king did not. If Daniel slept in 
safety, the king had no peace Oh, 
how iong was the night! And the 
king said, “I shouldn't have done 
it! What a vain fool I was to ex- 
pect men to pray to me instead of 
to God! Then there is Daniel. If 
Il have lost Daniel, I have lost the 
staunchest friend in the kinzgdcm., 
I have lost the best ruler I bave. 
What will I do?” He did not rest, 
but fasted. There was no music 
that night for the king. There was 
no peace that night for the king. 
As the day began to grow gray 
yonder on the eastern horizon, the 
King was up and gone, and down 
to the lions’ den. ‘Oh, Daniel, he 
Said, ‘was the Lord thy God able, 
\.as He able to deliver you trom 
the lions’ mouths ?’ 

And Vamel said, ‘Good morning, 
King! O king, live forever! The 
Lord did deliver me, and sent His 
angel and locked the jows of the 
lions.’ And they got Daniel out, 
and the king was converted, 

You see, Daniel knew the Sa- 
viour, and that is what you need. 
You know, real heroes are made 
by having Christ, by having Cnrist 
within. He will help you then. Do 
you want to be pure? Oh, that 
pure and holy Jesus, get Him to 
make you pure. Do you want tc be 
strong? Then you can say, like 


Paul, “I can do all things thrcugh 
Christ which strengthened me” 
(Phil, 4:13). You need Jesus. 


I have talked long enough, and 
God is calling tonight. I wonder 
how many here tonight would like 
to say, “I want to take a holy 
vow.” First, how many would like 
to say, “I am going to keep my- 
self pure.” Listen, now. It is for 
Jesus. 

You know about the 
shows. You know about the beer 
drinking and wine. You «now

will have to face. You know atout 
the lewd and promiscuous necking 
that you will have to decide about. 
You know about dirty stories and 
literature, What are you going to 
do about it?

Oh, 
it will save you heartache and 
trouble. I hope you will say that. 

And then how many young peo- 
ple will say, “Youth for Christ!”

I wonder—enough for 
Christ that you dress like Chris- 
tians and talk like Christians and 
read things Christians read, go 
where Christians go; enough for 
that, I wonder? 

I wonder how many will say,

tell me what it applies to—this 
and this, and this. And He will 
show .you. I cannot decide a!) of 
that for you. I can only give sug- 
gestions. But I wonder how many 
will say, “By God's grace, I make 
a holy vow tonight, I'll not defile 
myself. I'll live for God. I will lay 
myself on the altar and live for 
Jesus as he wants me to. I will 
keep my body pure for Him, and 
my mind pure for Him, I will try 
the best I know how not to grieve 
the Holy Spirit.” Let me see your 
hand high, if you will say that.
